Kingstonians Present an All- 
Star Lineup for Great 
Game 



WHAT'S ON 



The stage is all set for the greatest 
McGill-Qucrn's contest in many years. 
The .tri-color squad arrived in Montreal 
last night in full force, prepared to dis- 
play the most powerful attack ever 
wielded by a Queen's team, with a bril- 
liant collection of stars representing the 
'Cingston institution. 

Batstone, Leadlcy and Harding will 
fill the half-back positions, and it is 
mainly upon the offensive ability of tins 
trio that the visitors are relying to take 
the measure of the Red and White. Lead- 
ley and Harding showed their worth 
in last year's intercollegiate games and 
Batstone has gained a Dominion-wide 
reputation for his clever open-field run- 
ning. Evans al quarter-back is another 
experienced man, and "Reds" McKelvey 
and Campbell are a bulwark of strength 
on the line "Hud" Thomas, who per- 
formed at outside wing on the Ottawa 
team last year, is playing the end posi- 
tion for Queen's, and appears to be one 
of the best in the business. 

But the McGill team will present a 
much stronger opposition than that 
which faced Toronto last week. The 
outside wing positions have been ' bol- 
stered up by the addition of Fife and 
Dyer, two westerners, who have shown 
great tackling ability. Carroll has 
been shifted to half-back to fill up the 
vacancy left • by Philpotts' absence and 
Eddie Grain is directing plays. At flying 
wing Shag is using Newton, a Saniia 
product. Newton is a consistent de-, 
tensive man. Baker. Pierce, Amaron 
and Walsh will be called upon to sub- 
stitute in the back- field. 

McGregor will play centre with 1-oss 
and Gamble on either side of him. Am- 
bridge and Malison will probably start 
at the middle positions. This will be 
Mahson's first senior game, but he shows 
l great deal of natural ability. 

Most of the seats for the game have 
been sold and a record crowd is ex 
pected.

Over a Hundred at Last 
Night's Meeting 



COL. THOMPSON 

Commander Outlined Corps' 
Programme for Year 



Last evening's C.O.T.C. smoker was 
very successful from every point of view. 
Col. Thompson, the commanding officer 
of the Corps, who acted as chairman of 
the meeting, was highly pleased not only 
with the large turn-out of over one hun- 
dred, but also with the spirit shown by 
the men present 

In his opening remarks, Colonel 
Thompson described th epurpose of the 
Corps, and some of the results that have 
already been achieved. The purpose of 
the Corps, he said, was to train men for 
commissions in the regular army, a Class 
A certificate giving a lieutenant's rank 
and a Class B that of a captain. Not 
only are the candidates for these certi- 
ficates trained to command platoons and 
companies but they are given lectures on 
military tactics, map-reading and the 
duties of a commander in looking after 
his men. To secure this latter result 
the officers of instruction will try to 
give every man experience in drilling 
and handling men. All recruits must 
spend at least forty hours of the session 
on the parade ground or in manoeuvres. 

The officers of the Corps were pre- 
sented. Practically all of them have 
seen service in France, which makes 
them especially fit for their duties. 
They, arc Major MacFarlane, Adjutant 
Patterson, Captains Howard and Leech 
and lieutenants Weldon, Horwoodand 
Shottwcll. The noncommissioned offi- 
cers are Sargeant-Major Ree, Battalion 
Quarter-Maste Sergeant Dormer, Com- 
pany Quarter-Master Sergeant Delcel- 
lier and Battalion Quarter-Master Ser- 
geant Bagg. Each officer spoke briefly 
about some phase of the work when he 
was called upon. 

Continuing his remarks, the Colonel 
said that the new plan made four hours 
drill possible for each week. For two 
of these hours a route march is planned 
instead of the regular drill. Since 
Mount Royal Park has been opened to 
the CO.T.C. they have an excellent field 
for manoeuvring. Expeditions to the 
mountain will give practical experience 
in company attacks, in clearing the woods 
(Continued on Page Three)

one of the most enthusiastic of rooters. 
Indeed, he stated that he had lost no 
less than three lungs in rooting for 
McGill teams, and that he had none 
now left as might be noticed by his 
huskincss of speech. Nevertheless he 
advised everyone else tct lose one lung 
os as many lungs as necessary in so 
righteous a cause. Growing serious, 
Genest said that the McGill Rooter's 
Club was an important factor in win- 
ning the games and if -losing, it gave 
the team encouragement to fight anew.

W. F. Emmons Will Speak 
on "Poisons" 

The Physiological Society will hold 
its first meeting of the season in the new 
Biological Building on Tuesday next, 
October 17th, at 8 p.m. Mr. W. F. Em- 
mons, M. Sc., will read a paper on 
"Poisons". As this paper is to be pure- 
ly non-technical, it will be full of interest 
and information fo rstudents of every 
year. Present and former students of 
physiology, as well as all friends of the 
Society, will be cordially welcome. 

The Physiological Society, although 
organized only a year ago, has come to 
occupy a permanent place among the 
Medical undergraduates. The success 
which accompanied it from the beginning 
of its existence was very largely due 
to the active support of Dr. John Tait, 
Professor of Physiology. During the 
present session, the Society will be given 
as in the 'past, addresses on subjects of 
physiological interest. Many of these 
subjects, it is expected, will deal with 
results of recent research which are not 
to be- found in text-books. After each 
paper or address, it is the custom to hold 
a discussion in which all those present 
may take part. 

The Society has charge of a very valu- 
able library from which its members 
have the privilege of borrowing books. 
The membership fee for the academic 
year is one dollar. Further details may

CANADIAN CITY NAMES 



Interesting books on the study of Carta 
dian history through names' have been 
written by Mr. H. F. Gàrdiner and. Miss 
Emily P. Weaver. Another work of a 
similar kind is a pamphlet on the "Mean- 
ing of Canadian City Names," by Mr. R, 
Douglas, M.A., Secretary of the Geo- 
graphic Board of Canada. As an in- 
stance of a story linked with a, name, 
take Medicine Hat. The name which 
in English sounds odd, is a translation 
of the Black foot Indian word "Saamis," 
meaning "headdress of a medicine man/' 
Several possible explanations are given, 
One is that iu a fight between the Crée 
and Blackfoot tribes a Crée medicine 
man lost his war bonnet in the river; 
another that an Indian chief saw in a 
vision an Indian rising out of the South 
Saskatchewan wearing the plumed hat 
of a medicine man; another that the name 
was applied to. a hill east of the town, 
from its resemblance to the same article 
of attire. 

Alberni, iu British Columbia, takes its 
name from a Spanish commander sent by 
the iceroy of Mexico to occupy the coast 
Fernie commemorates the discoverer of 
coal in te Crow's Nest Pass. Lady- 
smith was so called when the siege of 
the South African town of that name 
was raised. Revelstoke is railed after 
the head of the firm of Baring Bros 
whose taking over of $15,000,000 of the 
first bond issue of the C.P.R. was an im- 
portant event in its finaniial history. 

Winnipeg is Indian for "muddy 
water," Lake Winnipeg being turbid af- 
ter a storm. The Indians, it is said, 
ascribe this to a deity who, having of- 
fended the people, was taken captive by 
an elderly woman and so besmeared that 
it took ajl.the water of the lake to purify 
him. By way of retaliation he has kept 
the lake muddy ever since.— Toronto 
Globe.

HISTORY AGAINST 
McGILL DEFEAT 

Queen's Have Not Been Vic- 
torious in Montreal Since 
1909 



To defeat McGill today Queen's will 
not only be compelled to overwhelm the 
Red and White squad, but they will also 
be forced to break into the "win"' column 
in Montreal- for the first time in thirteen 
years — for it was in the. autumn of 1909 
that the Tri-color .last emerged from a 
contest on a McGill field with a larger 
score than the home team. 

It may well be imagined that that 
day, October twenty-third, was a mem- 
orable one in the history of the Pres- 
byterians' football conquests. The final 
score was eighteen to three. Ten of 
these points were collected by the steady 
and consistent performance given by the 
visiting lialf-back, the late Ken Williams, 
who persistently forced 'the McGill re- 
presentatives back to their line by his 
powerful punting. He was the star of 
the game. Moxlcy, of Queen's, drop- 
ped a field- goal, while Gallagher went 
through the opposing defence for à try. 
Whether Queen's today have any «ne 
who can equal the kicking of Williams 
or the line-plunging of Gallagher, is 
problematical. 

The "dope" is, as a rule, prone to 
favor the heavier team, but little is 
gained by a comparison of the merits, in 
this respect of the two teams meeting 
this afternoon. The weight that Queen's 
may have in the outside wings and snap- 
jback is compensated by the prepond- 
erance of McGill in. the inside wings. 
The Queen's flying wing is heavier tlran 
the man starting for McGill. However, 
the advantage should be onset by the ad- 
ditional poundage of the Red and White 
back division. On an average, there is 
little difference between the two teams 
in this regard. 

Coach Awrcy . last , evening, when ap- 
proached as to the prospects of the game, 
remarked that "any. team of Coach 
Shaughncssy's would be hard to beat.''

ON THE ORIGIN OF 
THE {'PACK OF CARDS" 



Although there is so much card-play- 
ing today, few people realize how many 
and how varied arc the stages through 
which our modern pack of cards has 
descended to' us. 

Cards were not introduced into Eu- 
rope, so far as we know, until the end 
of the twelfth century. At that time 
the cards were far different from those 
we have at the present time, in both 
shape and design. They were called 
tarrocchi or tarots, and the suits were 
aeons, bolls, cups, etc 

The cards themselves were derived 
from a game played, it is thought, fil 
cither India or China, in which arrows 
were used for our now-a-day cards. 
These arrows were marked, and the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania has specimens 
of them existing to this tlay. 

The next steps in the game' was the 
beginning of long rectangular shaped 
tablets which bore out in the general de- 
sign the arrows of more antique times. 
After these came circular tablets which 
were in use in India. 

It was somewhere about this time 
cards were- first introduced into Europe 
by a Frenchman named Jacques Grm- 
gonneur. who was insane. He was, or 
had been, when lie invented his pack of 
cards, court painter to Charles VI of 
France. 

Gringonneur. divided his pack into 
fifty-two cards, as many as there are 
weeks in the year. Thirteen cards 
were to a suit, the number of lunar 
months. Whilst the three hundred and 
sixty-five dots signified the number of 
days in the year. 

The four suits were to represent the 
four great divisions of social classes 
which existed in Gringonneur's time. 
Spades rame from the Spanisah word 
espada. which means pike. This suit 
was to represent the soldiery or pike- 
men. Hearts for the French word 
coeur, which in turn came from the 
word chorur. meaning the clergy. Dia- 
monds were to signify the four-cornered 
hats of the artisans. Whilst clubs re- 
presented the clover leaf, the emblem 
of husbandry. 

Gringonneur's pack remains to the 
present day. Many games have been 
invented for the amusement of the human 
race, but none so lasting as 'that of 
card-playing Few people, when they 
play cards, realize what n history the 
game has had and it is for these prim 
arily the article is intended.
